CONFUSION OVER THE NUMBER OF JOBLESS 
Reports from city, state and nation Indicate th at for the sixth con­ 
secutive m onth there has been a drop in the number of the unemployed. 
From W ashington comes a report sponsored by the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor which says th a t 1,700,000 men went back to work dur- | 
ing August and September. President Green states th at this leaves 10,- 
089,000 unemployed. 
It would be interesting to know how these exact 
figures are obtained. 
He further declares that the peak of unemploy­ 
m ent was reached in March of this year when 13,689,000 were jobless. He 
contends th at the only way of putting the unemployed to work is by 
further shortening of work hours. 
There is great confusion in the estimates of the number of unem ­ 
ployed. President Roosevelt in his Sunday night address said th at the 
high water m ark of unemployment early in the year showed 13,000,000 
out of work. 
Louis McHenry Howe, the president’s secretary, in his 
broadcast the same night placed it at 12,000,000. 
The president is con- 
•vinced that 4,000,000 of the unemployed have found work, 
Mr. Howe 
says: “Between four and five million of these are now drawing w^eekly 
pay checks and finding life a pleasant thing again.” 
Evidently a little 
difference of a million men employed or unemployed does not mean 
much to the industrious secretary. 
Obviously all these conflicting figures can not be correct. 
The 
only conclusion is th at some of them are based on pure speculation. It 
is safe to say, however, th a t we are making progress in the m atter of 
finding jobs for the jobless, th at such progress has been fairly steady for 
the last six . lonths. but that it has not come up to the full expectations of 
the people. There is no doubt th at we have experienced a real improve­ 
ment; and. if the gradual gain continues, it will be a cause for congrat­ 
ulation.

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Outline Of Amendments 
Before Voters Of State 
On Tuesday, November 7 


A*»enibiyman William McElwee, Jr., of Lawrence county, 
fivas in brief the purpose of the amendments that are 
to be acted upon at coining General Election. 


As largely as possible without ex­ 
pression of personal opinion, the 
purposes of the twelve proposed 
amendments to the State Constitu­ 
tion to be voted on this fall have 
been outlined by Mr. McElwee in 
the following series: 
Tenth Amendment. 
In the tenth amendment it is pro­ 
posed to authorize cities to take more 
land than Ls necessary for the con­ 
struction of certain municipal im­ 
provements. 
In other words, it is 
proposed to put the city into the 
real estate busines. When the city 
of 
Philadelphia 
constructed 
the 
Parkway and the approach to the 
Camden bridge, it discovered that by 
taking a part of a properti" and cut­ 
ting a front off a building the jnrop- 
erty appeared to be hopeleasly dam­ 
aged and damages w'ere paid by the 
city on this basis. 
As soon as the 
damages were paid, the property- 
holders simply put a new front in 
the building and the property was 
worth as much or more than it was 
to start with. 
This clearly is an 
evil, but the opportunities for fraud, 
favoritism and the like that this 
amendment would open up, seem to 
be so very great that prudent people 
will think twice before they approve 
this amendment, unless they desire 
the muncipalitics to go into the real 
estate business and give them au­ 
thority to condemn land which they 
do not need on the theory that they 
can sell it to somebody else and 
make money out of it. 


Elevmith Amendment. 
The proposed amendment No. XI 
LS the “Greater Pittslmrgh” proposi­ 
tion. 
This proposed amendment is a 
very long and elaborate paper cov­ 
ering about three and one-half 
printed pages. It gives the legisla­ 
ture the power as to Allegheny coun­ 
ty, to consolidate the county, poor 
districts, cities, boroughs and town­ 
ships of said Allegheny county, into 
a consolidated city and county, and 
to provide a charter for the same. 
The charter but not the consolida­ 
tion is to be submitted to a vqte of 
the people of Allegheny county. If

matter. If they do not approve it, 
then said charter may be resubmit­ 
ted every two years; the legislature 
may amend said charter and re­ 
submit it as amended,^ until some 
charter is approved by the people 
of Allegheny county. It seems a bit 
unfortunate that the people of the 
state at large should be called upon 
to authorize this consolidation be­ 
fore they know whether or not the 
people of Allegheny county want it. 
The charter, which alone is voted on 
by the people of Allegheny county, 
is only a matter of detail after the 
consolidation is made, but it does 
not seem to be a workable form of 
govermr^nt until some charter is 
approved by the people of Allegheny 


county. 
Some of the provisions of 
this amendment are very obscure, 
and it would seem logical that if the 
legislature has power to consolidate, 
it would have power to prescribe the 
form of government until some char­ 
ter was adopted by the people, 
though this is not clearly expressed. 


Twelfth Amendment. 
I 
The twelfth amendment proposes | 
another bond issue to authorize the i 
state highway department to buy up 
toll bridges. The amount proposed 
to be borrowed Is ten million dollars. 
While this is a very sizeable sum, 
nevertheless it probably would not 
be sufficient to purchase all the toll 
bridges on the Susquehanna river. 
The twelfth amendment reads as 
follows: 
“Section 16. 
In addition to the 
purposes stated in article nine, sec­ 
tion four, of this constitution, the 
General Assembly may provide, by 
law, for the issue of bonds, to the 
amount of ten millions of dollars, 
for the purpose of acquiring toll 
bridges, and may by law provide that, 
u{x>n the acquisition of any such 
bridge, tolls may be charged for the 
use thereof, sufficient to pay the in­ 
terest and sinking fund charges on 
such bonds and the cost of the main­ 
tenance of such bridges, until the 
bands issued have been retired and 
such bridges are freed of tolls.”
